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Ancient Roman Coin Portraits - Commodus

Lucius Aelius Aurelius Commodus was emperor of Rome from 
180 A.D. until his death by strangulation in 192 A.D. The benevolent 
representation of Commodus on the medallion pictured above would 
seem to indicate that Rome was most fortunate to have such a dis- 
tinguished looking ruler to guide the policies of the Empire. Such 
was not the case. The portrait would better fit the character of his 
father. 


Commodus was the degenerate son of the most noble Marcus 
Aurelius. The ignominious Commodus was interested in self-indul- 
gence, not statesmanship. Although the many coins and medallions 
issued during his reign attest to his glory and good rule, he was an 
extravagant tyrant. 


Probably the most outstanding single characteristic of Commodus 
was his insane egotism. He renamed Rome and the senate after his 


person and called himself Hercules Romanus, the Roman Hercules. | 
On many of his coins this infamous emperor assumes the lion-skin | 


and weapons of the god, Hercules. 


In an attempt to prove his claim to the reincarnation of Hercules, 
Commodus displayed his skill and shamed his position by fighting 
wild animals and gladiators in the common arena. Needless to say 
every precaution was taken to insure the safety of this worthless 
profligate while his adversaries were not so fortunate. Historians 
agree that it would have been a good day for Rome if some unfor- 
tunate, helpless animal had repaid Commodus with a well-placed 
kick before succombing to the blood-thirsty lust of this cruel ruler. 


The depravity of Commodus finally ended when he was strangled 
in a drunken stupor at the hands of a professional wrestler. The 
assassin had been paid to do the deed by Marcia, a favorite concu- 
bine of Commodus; Eclectus, his chamberlain, and Laetus, the 
Praetorian praefect. 


An example of the coinage of the reign of Commodus is not 
especially difficult to acquire. Many coins and medallions were 
struck during his reign. The medallion in the illustration is one of 
the finest examples in the British Museum and is consequently an 
expensive variety. An average example of a coin of Commodus may 
be obtained for a dollar.
